nardino and new wires between San

The thirty-eight and one-half miles 


of hollow-tile conduit that will be 
placed between Covina and San Ber- 
nardino will be the first extensive 
use made in southern California of 
conduit and underground 'cable for 
other than comparatively short dis- 
tance outside of congested districts 
in cities. Such an underground cable 
will afford a more permanent pro- 
tection for telephone service, says 
Mr. King, as it will eliminate the 
disturbances that are sometimes det- 
rimental to open wires, such as 
storms and fires. 


The 'conduit material weighs about 


4400 tons and its transportation from 
Los Angeles will require 450 truck 
loads. The cable is being shipped on 
344 reels, each neighing about 6900 
pounds, and requires about forty cars 
for shipment. 
Approximately 7000 


man hours of highly skilled labor 
will be required for splicing these 
344 reels of cable end to end.

If politics is a game, as baseball is a game, then politics 


has not been benefited by the Stanford acceptance speech of 
Herbert Hoover. 


If politics is the business of government, upon which rests 


the well being of the people governed, then Herbert Hoover's 
7,500 words in that stadium are the most pointed and force- 
ful of any similar utterance since George Washington out- 
lined the principles of a newly-formed union of states. In 
fact, there is much in common in the utterances of these two 
men. Both were engineers. Both abhorred war and waste. 
Both were thrust into the heart of war, and both emerged 
from war to aid in the binding up of the nation's wounds— 
to reconstruct, to build a permanent prosperity upon which 
the people might themselves build a condition of content- 
ment, serenity, and an ever-widening opportunity. 


Politics has often been spoken of as a game in this coun- 


try. If politics is a case of cheering for your own side, and 
with nothing in winning beyond the satisfaction of victory, 
it does not matter much whether Herbert Hoover or Al Smith 
wins. 
But if this coming campaign is for the purpose of 


choosing the best business manager for one hundred and 
twenty-five million people, it behooves everyone to think of 
qualifications for such management, and not in either case 
to stress the alleged popularity of a candidate, or his lack of 
it, or whether one personality is the more striking from the 
popular standpoint—but whether or not there is training 
behind one or the other that fits him for the office. 


Reading the Stanford stadium speech, one is impressed 


with the clarity of it, its forthrightness, its lack of digression 
and lack of the extraneous and unnecessary. That is char- 
acteristic of Hoover. 
But because that great speech con- 


tained no flowery flights of oratory, is no reason for the 
assertion that the man who stood before the microphone that 
day is a coldly calculating machine and nothing more. His 
record belies that assertion. 


Hoover, on that day, outlined engineering schemes for 


new waterways, for a trans-Mississippi development program, 
for harbors, for mountain development, for better transpor- 
tation everywhere, a tremendous program of expansion, lack- 
ing face value drama, but of most'dramatic'caliber when 
analyzed in terms of the future America. And in all the 
world of war and peace, there never has been a more drama- 
tic figure than that of Herbert. Hoover during the world war. 


Hoover comes of a family of farmers, generation upon 


generation. He lias more in common .with them than any 
president we have chosen since Washington, save, perhaps, 
Coolidge of the Vermont hills. He intends to help the farmer 
through better transportation and cooperative marketing. 
If the country is seeking a candidate who dramatizes his acts 
for the purposes of entertainment, Hoover is not impressive. 
But the things he accomplishes are dramatic. 


Al Smith deserves praise because of the success he has 


made of himself. America appreciates the man who can start 
with handicaps and win, in fact that is the manner in which 
most big Americans have won—starting back of the line. 
From the sidewalks of New York to the governorship of a 
great and sovereign state is real achievement. 


But this country is an enormous business. 
There is no 


business comparable to it in the world. It requires a business 
manager with more than a localized reputation and viewpoint. 
Hoover is available as the business manager of the United 
States. The keen and practical judgment of the citizens will 
recognize that once again the country is fortunate in possess- 
ing the right man at the right time, and when the issue be- 
comes crystalized in the weeks to come before election, it is 
not unreasonable to predict a Hoover landslide, not because 
Al Smith is not a good public officer and business executive, 
but because Herbert Hoover is indisputably a far better one.

He 
was born in Warsaw, Kentucky, is a 
graduate of the state university and 
law college, and holds the degree of 
L. L. B, of Sorbonne university in 
France. United organizations of war 
veterans are working for his elec- 
tion.

WAND OF WATER WIZARD 


REVEALS HIDDEN STREAMS 


PERRY BASHORE 


Modern Master of the Divining Rod 


Divining roils were first advertis- 


ed in the bibk—in the old testament. 


I'M.' of them is traceabla ill all 


civilizations, and even in th« lives 


t' the savage. 
An affinity existing 


between the green twig and living 
water lias been asserted as a fact 
since long before written history, 
and it persists today, at a time when 
the whole world is in a ''show me" 
attitude of mind. 


And that's what Perry Bashore of 


Covina does—he shows them. 
He lo- 


cates 
water 
courses 
beneath 
the 


ground with his willow or peach-tree 
twig, and- while practical scientists 
smile 
and 
geologists 
sneer, 
his 


friends say that he finds water, 
which is more practicable than sneer- 
ing, in their estimation. 


One of the recent 
demonstrations 


by Perry Bashore with his willow 
wand was that of locating a well 
for the city of Covina. He gave the 
city dads the exact spot in which 
to dig and drill, and the city is now 
announcing that the well will pro- 
duce at least fifty inches of water, 
perhaps seventy-five inches. 
. 


Almost at the same time he locat- 


ed a well for the Covina Irrigating 
company, and this well is assured 
of perhaps 250 inches. 
Both wells 


are to be a big success, and success 
in finding water is the real and foun- 
dational success of this semi-arid 
land in which we live. 


Perry Bashore has gone far afield 


with his willow wand. 
His reputa- 


tion was at one time purely local. 
He has located about forty good 
wells in the Covina and San Gabriel 
valley area. But. of recent years lie 
IKIS been taken hundreds of miles 
away, into new territories, into the 
desert ami the mountains. And some 


of. the biggest corporations, includ- 
ing transcontinental railroad com- 
panies, 
have 
employed 
him 
and 


recommended him. And corporations 
are notoriously hard-boiled and prac- 
tical. 


Perry Bashore has what the movies 


call a "fan 
mail" these days. He 


receives letters from all parts of the 
United States, principally because his 
exploits with the willow wand have 
been written up several times in the 
metropolitan 
newspapers 
and 
in 


scientific magazines. Whether there 
is a supernatural angle to this mys- 
terious incantation that he performs, 
Perry Bashore does not say. 


"Shakespeare snys 'There is more 


in heaven and earth than is dreamed 
of in our philosophy'," he quotes. 
He asks his doubting audience to 
explain what it is that is called radio 
and radioactivity, and wherein lies 
the secret of transmission of sounds, 
and pictures by wire and thru space 
without the use of wire. When they 
have solved this phenomena, they 
can devote time to solving the mys- 
tery of the willow wand, he says 
The radio is an assured fact, but 
not explainable. The finding of water 
with a willow stick is a demonstrat- 
ed fact, and the source of its power 
is unexplained, he says. 


It is certain that the hard-headed 


ranchers of the San Gabriel valley 
are not superstitions. But they em- 
ploy Perry Bashore to locate their 
wells. 
The reason for this is the 


fact that they have tried locating 
these wells themselves, and often got 
dry holes, while Perry's locations, 
often within a few feet of these dry 
hides, gusli forth with water. 
Their 


attitude might be called practical 
superstition. 
They pay gladly foi 


I his services, at all events.

SELECT YOUR PRINTER 
AND STICK TO HIM 
I 


HAVE spent nine years buying advertising printing. Naturally I have some 
ideas on the subject, and they are pretty positive. The chief of these is that 
you cannot buy printing by the yardstick. I have found that there is only 


one way to get good printing, and that is to find a good printer and trust him 
absolutely. When I have such a printer I never dream of asking for an estimate. 


When I suggest such a process to a business man he goes up in the air; but that is 
owing to his own lack of experience, and not the fallacy of the theory. Of course, 
it would be very easy for a printer to get the best of me once or twice on this plan, 
but if he expected to work for me right along year after year, he would not sac- 
rifice future orders to any immediate profit. 


In the first place, printing is expensive. 
Every time you pare down the price 


you knock out some essential quality to good printing. Good paper costs money. 
Good ink costs money. Intelligent typesetting costs money. Perfect presswork 
costs money. You can take any good job of printing and do it for from one-half 
to one-fourth the price, but you will not get the same job. 


The whole theory of getting estimates upon printing, if it is to be good printing, 
is wrong. You might just as well get an estimate on a piece of designing or upon 
a case of diphtheria. The only question to be answered is "What printer can do 
the work?"

Indians at the time that Capistrano 
was one of the bright beads in a 
rosary of missions that stretched 
from San Diego to Monterey, and it 
is but a few miles from Dana Point, 
where hides were lightered aboard 
ship, as described by Richard Henry 
Dana in his tale of early California, 
"Two Years Before the Mast." 


Two years and eight months ago 


the hills were bare, with here and 
here a bunch of cattle feeding, when

Looking down on it now from the 
upper hills, one sees hundreds of red 
file roofs and gleaming buildings of 
white, miles of streets and lights, 
occupying this bench of land over- 
looking the ocean on three sides, 
ivith Catalina island showing dimly 
thru the haze, perhaps about forty 
miles away. 
The main lane of sea 


traffic to and from Los Angeles har- 
bor passes far out, and warships 
swing at moorings, or pass along the 
route between the port of San Pedro 
ind the San Diego naval base. 


The new village has five miles of 


:icean front, with a pier projecting 
for twelve hundred feet 
to 
deep 


water, where those trustful souls who 
fish off a pier are already congre- 
gating in numbers. 
The writer of 


this article was told, during a trip 
to this new dream village this week, 
that a dozen different kinds of fish 


- waiting to be caught at this 


point, and it is probably a fact, al- 
though it is one of the keen disap- 
pointments coupled with many visits 
to such piers all along the coast in 
the last twenty years that the right 
time has never as yet arrived to wit- 
ness the triumph of a pier fisherman. 
There are affidavits on record of fish 
caught from piers, and it is not for 
a newspaperman to doubt the word 
of a fisherman. 


San Clemente is actually a marvel- 


ous accomplishment. It is not a real 
estate subdivision in the ordinary 
sense.

;iool and lounge draws the eye with 
ts gleaming Spanish beauty, and 
scattered 
over the two 
thousand 


acres are the Spanish-type bunga- 
lows, all different and individualistic 
but all with the exterior of Spanish 
tile and plaster of paris finish, over 
the stucco. 


There are about a dozen homes al- 


ready built among the hundreds that 
are the property of Covina and up- 
per San Gabriel valley people.Visit- 
ing the place one is surprised at the 
number of familiar faces. The days 
of prosperity having definitely come 
to the people of the citrus orchard 
area, they are turning to the owner- 
ship of a second home in those aes- 
thetic surrounding by tho cool 'of 
the sea. 
The town is about three 


hours away from Covina, reached by 
the many routes across the network 
of Orange county highways, the best 
in all the world. That is, it is three 
hours ordinarily, but Mr. Rodman, 
who represents San Clemente at his 
office with I. Worth Everett in the 
old First National Bank building in 
Covina, took a group of us to the 
spot in two hours and a half, but 
he drives a Cadillac. 
Maybe the

The San Gabriel valley seems to
